According to law, banks will

By means of a will a person

both die in a single accident. 


For Wife Too 


Mr. Nehs stressed that not 


only a husband but a wife 
should have a will to protect 
their desires, for if a husband 
dies shortly before his wife, 
his will, providing he left his 
estate to his wife and she left 
no will, does not serve the 
purpose he intended. In this 
case, the estate would go into 
expensive guardianship in re- 
gard to minor children, when 
setting up a trusteeship would 
save estate money and pro- 
vide as the parents wished.

customer of small means who 


needed their trust service, but 
that such service is given at a 
loss. 


A trust is a vehicle for the 


management of property, she 
said, and advised in setting up 
a trust that tax considerations 
be given second place.

The time when a woman
